Pope Honorwnus wat the firſt that brought in kneeling & the 
Communion, about the yeare of our Lord 1225. A tter rhat the 
Errour of Trenſubſtentrarion was hatcht 1u the Councel of Late» 
ren,inthe yeare of our Lord 1559. 

The Apoſtes did not kneele, when Chriſt gave the bread unto 
them, nor the Chriſtians io che Primative Church 

The old Councels in the Primative Charch did command, 
that none ſhould kneele at the Commumnen, leaſt it ſhould prove 
an occaſlon of Idolarry. 

It is groſſe hypocriſy in us,to make a ſhew,as though we were 
wiſer,and more godly and Fralew then the Apoſtes and the Chi. 
ſhans of che Primative Chuch. 

Another Errour is, the interrupting of the Miniſter when 


he prayeth, by the Clerke and People , rehearhing hus words, 
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with 2 loud voreegas,ih the Con/+/fion of finer, when the Miriie 
Ker lah, Almghty mA moſt mere hull Father : we buve erved and 
firm L&%c.

Alto, when he praveth tor the King, laving, Loud ſave the 
King, the GClerke and People do interrupt him , by mingling 
their Praver with his, ſayings, And mercatuly beare w,mwhen we cal 
wpon thee. | : 

The Miniſter, being interrupted,and put out,in praving tor 
the King, doth pray tor Minilters, faving, Indue thy Miniſters 
w1t/-wigheeonſnc ſſe, thendllo the Clerke and People do _ 
him, by mingling their Prayer with tus , laying, And make thy 
choſen people joytull, as though they would have him to pray toe 
them , that God would make them joyful, rather thea the 
Miniſters. 

Alſo, they doe interrupt the Miniſter, when he readeth the 
Plalmes , by reading ever other verle , with a hackring and 
confuſed noyfe, eſpecially io Councrey Churches, when the 
People cannot read well. 

1] he Munlter, when he readeth, or preacherf» Gods word, is the 
month of God,ſpeaking from God unto the People : therfore,all, 
both Clerke and People ought to be lilent , and hearken with 
re Verence. 

The Miniſter when he projeth , 1s the mah of the People, 
[peaking to Ged tor them :; thertore they ought co be falene, cill 
be hach done {peaking to God tor them, and then to ſay Amen, 
1 Cor, 14-16. and not to interrupt humaby ichearting has wordsy 
or mingling their Pravers with him.
